ME. JOSEPH WALTON, 1i2., ON 


_ THE FAR EAST. 


Reuter’s representative has had an ‘interview | 
with Mr. Joseph Walton, M.P. for Barnsley, who 
has just (8th February) returned ta London 
atter an extended tour in China, Japan, Corea, 
Indo-China, and India, He travelled over 
3,000 miles on the inland waterways of China, 
including 1,600 miles up the Yang-tse-kiang. 
Mr. Walton said ;-- . 
‘ in Japan { had interviews with the Marquis 
Ito, Count Okuma, Viscount Aoki, and other 
leading statesmen. 1 found on thein part a 
Unanimous desire for greafer co-operation be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan in the Far East. 
They all expressed the strongest determination, 
even though is should bring about war, to 
prevent Russian aggression in Corea, which 
they would on no account permit. ‘This is nat 
to be wondered at, seeing that with so ‘limited 
an arca of cultivable land, and with a popula- 
tion increasing: at the rate cf halfa-million 
annually, it is absolutely essential for Japan to 
extend her territory. For many reasons, the 
natural outlet for the excess population of Japan 
is Corei, In Corea 1 found Russian ‘agents, 
official and otherwise, busily at work—at Seoul 
and elsewhere., They are quietly but surely 
extending Russian influence there, and form 
what I have seen and heard, 1 regard it as 
quite probable that a collision will take’ place 
between Russia and Japan with regard ta. chat 
‘country. ' : : 
One of the best-informed men in China ex: 
pressed the opinion that befure many months 
elapsed this would come ahout. tn support of 
the view that some sucli danger muy be lin 
ponding. T would point out that the Russians 
have made Port Arthur practically impregnable, 
Ry {he-construction of new turtifications they 
have almost encircled the town, and Thad it 
on what may be regarded as ‘official authority 
that ‘there are no fewer than 40,000 Russian 
troops in and around Port Arthur and ‘Ta-lien+ 
wan. in Manchuria, I made an excursion 
along the Russian railway from Niu-chwahg. 
I found that there is really a military occupa: 
tien of the country, and that soldiers are to be 
found at every station. At Pekin IT saw Prince 
Ching,e President of the ‘Tsuny-li Yamen, Li 
Hung Chang, and others, As a result of inter 
views with some of the best-informed ‘British 
residents, I gathered that in their opinion a 
sQreat mistake was made in allowing the setting 
aside of the Emperor last year, thereby giving 
greater controlling power to the pro-Russian 
Dowager-Empress. In Pekin 1, found that, 
wherens, our influence was paramount four 
years ago, today, owing toa policy ofdrift and 
surrender, it counts for nothing. The great 
Viceroy of Nanking, among others, told me 
emphatically that. they had regarded England 
as the feiend of China, but that they had been 
bitterly disappointed, having looked to her: in 
wain-forsupport-against the apgression-of-other: 
Powers. . 
Speaking of ‘his journcy up the Yang-tse, 
Mr. Walton said— ‘ ? 
L travelled 1,600 miles up the Vang-ts to 
Chungking. For the first thousand miles: I 
went up by steamer’ and then by Chinese 
house-boat up the rapids and gorges of the 
b Vang-tse, only accomplishing seventy miles in’ 
nine days. Then I was met by Mr, Archibald 
Little's Jaunch, in which in the same period I 
travelled 380 iniles. ‘The last 400 miles was 


,the object for which the French are straining

owing to Ihe protective tariffs imposed by the 
French in favour of theirown goods, three 
fourths of the jmports now come from France, 
and only ong-quarter from the rest of the world. 
Uf through ihe neglect of our Government to 
pursue a fiun and vigoraus policy in the south 
and’ southwest of China, French control is 
eventually extended aver the provinces of 
Szechuan, Yun-an, Kwang-si, and Kwang-tung 


every nerve-when the ultimate annexation 
takes place,as in all probability it will, British 
trade will he stranglecl there also in the same 
way as ithas already been in French Inda- 
China. Thesame.will also be true of such 
portions of China as might be ultimately 
annexed bya Protectionist dountry like Russia.

On both sides of the river, which at Chung- 
king [ found to be three-quarters of a mile wide 
at low water, the country was cultivated like a 
garden. [ saw thousands and thousands of 


commodious homesteads, surrounded by clumps }. 


of bamboo and orange trees, with: patches of 
ground, of the richest alluvial soil cultivated, 
without a weed, and producing two and three 
crops vf opium, tobacco, indigo, sugar cane, 
Se. Tt was" a new world, whose people had 
never heard of the war with Japan, and who 
refused to believe that China had ever been 
beaten by that country, It was a fand of peace, 
plenty, and civilisation. I walked scores of 
miles, through farms, ‘villages, and towns, and 
was everywhere treated with courtesy’ and 
civility, “At every. place we. touched. the 
population turned out en masse to sce our little 
puffing lnunch forging its way up against the 
current, this being only the second. time that 
this part of the river had, been so navigated. ' 

I afterwards’ came down the rapids in’ the 
launch—it was the first time they had been 
shot by a steamer—accomplishing the journey 
of 457 miles from Chung-king to [chang in 
thirty-one hours of steaming. Over and over 
aguin the little craft was practically buried in 
the seething rapids. ‘he possibilities of trade 
in this region are so vast that they can scarcely 
be estimated. On the Upper Yang-tse alone 
there.are 5,000 trading junks, eachimanned by 
abput'a hundred men, making a tptal of half a 
million persons engaged in the carrying trade’ 
——fearless men of fine physique. While weare 
doing nothing to extend our interests in the 
Yangitse basia,. France, Germany, and Japan 
are most actively engaged in the, promotion of 
their political and commercial interests. France 
has covered the great populous province of 
Sze-chuah with Jesuit missionaries, who have 
not confined themselves to religious work, 
They have made a valuable geological survey 
‘| of the province, and this has been followed by 


cessions with exclusive right {o open mines in 
six disiriats. In order to navigate the 
Upper Yang-tse we were indebied to the 
French Jesuits fur an excellent chart only 
recently made, Otherwise,’ we should have 
had to rely on an entirely obsolete and 
useless British map drawn in 1851. On the 
Upper Yang-tz*, though British gunboats were 
sent off more than a year ago to patrol. the

Pullitifle the breech can be epensd and closed 
in two movements without taking the rifle from 
the shoulder. The rifle can he used cither as 
n single loader or for repeating fire, the maga- 
zine containing five cartridges which, are held 
ttogether by a steel clip and inserted in a 
ack, Ten ofthese clips only cost a penny, 
Pat there is'no necessity to waste them, and: 
it is quite casy to fit thein with fresh cartridges, 
The rifle can be used asa single loader, 
whether the magazine is full, empty, or panally 
ity which which single 
cartridges‘can be inserted 1s remarkable. In 
firing, the breech mechaism is. very securely 
locked by the recoil, the bolt having on its 
under side a recail shoulder, which, when the 
breech is closed, lics against a corresponding 
shoulder in the “receiver.”
